Every  few  day»l  some- 
thing {happens  to  change  the  map,  and  his- 
tory i)  made  all  over  again.  At  the  present  . 
time  [things  arc  happening  tremendously^ 
in  the  States  of  Montana  and  Idaho,  and 
new  towns  are  springing  up  by  the  whole- 
sale as  if  by  magic.  Until  one  travels 
through  the  West,  visiting  its  towns  and 
citieaT they  have  but  a faint  conception  of 
the  possibilities  of  development  that  have 
already  come  to  the  Great  West.  More 
hometeekers  are  investing  than  ever  before, 
and  property  is  rising  in  value  *s  a result.

I have  not  seen  a word  yea  or  nay  from 
Dr.  Sampey  who,  Mullins  says,  did  the  same. 
That  vote,  whether  Drs.  Mullins  nnd  Sampey 
so  intended  or  not,  has.  to  a large  extent 
given  the  endorsement  of  the  Seminary  to 
that  man  and  ^is  teaching  and,  on  account 
of  the  circumstances,  especially  to  the  va- 
lidity of  alien  immersions.  It  appears  to 
me  that  as  the  command  to  baptize  is  a pos- 
itive command  irregularity  necessarily  in- 
validates such  immersions.  To  be  valid  they 
must  be  regular.  If  they  are  valid  they  are 
regular  enough  for  me  without  repeating. 
It  seems  to  me  that  requiring  a re-immersion 
is  equivalent  to  declaring  them  invalid,  and, 
possibly,  Dr.  Mullins  may  so  i*gard  them. 


But  if  80,  he  apparently,  very  carefully 
avoided  saying  so,  and  his  action  varies 
widely  from  his  belief.  If  thtf  Seminary 
holds  and  teaches  as  Drs.  Mullins,  Sampey

At  the  annual  meeting  of  Glamorgan 
Welsh  Baptist  Assoc. ation  held  at  Clifyndd 
last  week  over  three  hundred  representa- 
tives were  in  attendance.  Rev.  J.  Nicholas 
(Tonypandy)'  brought  forward  a motion  in- 
spired by  the  members  of  his  church  urging 
that  all  the  churches  connected  with  the  As 
sociation  should  refuse  membership  in  fu- 
ture to  persons  of  cither  sex  holding  a li- 
cense to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  or  receiv- 
ing anv  benefit  apart  from  wages  from  such 
traffic.  The  speaker  said  it  was  proposed 
not  to  exclude  managers  of  tied  houses.  Mr. 
Evan  Owen  (Cardiff)  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  resolution  was  a very  open  one  so 
much  so  that  it  might  include  members  ot 
friendly  societies  who  had  investments  in 
public  taousos.  An  amendment  was  moved 
by  Rev.  JoHn  Harries  that  the  question 
should  be  referred  back  to  the  To“TP“df 
Church  for  reconsideration;  Rev.  W.  Mat- 
thews seconding,  l’rofessor  Davies  remark- 
ed that  the  Apostles  had  allowed  slave- 
masters  to  be  members  of  the  churches,  an<  , 
to  his  mind,  they  were  worse  than  publican^ 

The  resolution  was  passed  by  one  Hundred 
and  seven  votes  to  ninety-nine. 



“The  Pastor— Hi*  Work.’ 

Brother  pastor,  do  you  know  what  that 
work  is!  Brother  layman,  do  you!  It  is 
very  possible  to  have  wrong  ideas  of  mat- 
ters and  things  Are  you  quite  sure  that 
you  have  the  proper  conception  of  what  he 
work  of  a pastor  is!  And  to  be  sure,  the 
only  proper  conception  is  the  Bible  concep- 
tion Not  what  I think  a pastor  a work 
should  be,  not  what  you  think  it  should  be, 
but  what  does  God  Ray  it  is. 

If  you  will  read  this  article  through  you 
may  see  what  part  of  that  work  is,  and  pos- 
sibly another  article  will  show  you  still  an- 
other part.  But  examining  the  Mord it 
will  be  seen  that  the  pastor  (1)  » a divine- 
ly appointed  overseer. 

See  Acts  20:28.  “Take  heed  therefore 
unto  yourselves  and  to  all  the  flock,  over 
which  the  Holy  Spirit  hath  made  you  over- 
seers.” Did  you  catch  the  word!  Overseen. 

What  have  we  here — the  paivor  a boas! 
WTell  that  depends  on  how  you  define  the 
word.  What  is  a boss!  According  to  the 
conception  of  some  a boss  is  a man  who. 
having  been  given  a prominent  P0*'1’  “ 
above  and  over  others,  is  to  run  the  thi  g, 
control  those  under  him.  and  if  they  wont 
be  controlled,  fire  them.  A man  who  with 
stern  voice  say»-‘‘hcre  you,  you  dp  this 
and  you  do  that,  get  amoveonyoU,  and 
none  of  your  lip  about  either.  Well,  ther 
,re  bosses  just  about  like  that—hard,  stern, 
cruel,  dqniineering.  stuck  on  themselves  be- 
yond expression.  But  in  some  places,  boss- 
ism  like  that  tends  to  ossification,  d'88*^ 
faction,  demoralization  and  disruption.  ^ 
boss  like  that  in  the  gospel  ministry  would 
be  a monstrosity,  a sight  to  make  angel 
blush.  Fortunately,  however  there  is  an- 
other conception  to  the  word.  In  me<’h8D'c** 
a boss  is  defined  as:  “ Master  workman  j«- 
perintendent.”  And  as  sneh  reall.v  tndy 

being  such,  he  is  one  who  understands  his 
work,  knows  it  from  first  to  last,  from  the 
driving  of  a nail  to  the  construction  and 
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aetting  up  of  a locomotive.  And  ia  thia— 
master  workman,  superintendent— the  Bible 
conception  of  a paatort  See  D.  Tim.  -:lo: 
“Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God 
a workman  that  ncedeth  not  to  be 
rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth.  uo- 
jerve  — “a  workman;”  “a  workman  that 
ueedeth  not  to  be  ashamed.’'  and 
I not  to  be  ashamed  because  of  n»  rightly  di- 
viding the  word  of  truth. 

Some  men  in  the  ministry  ought  to  be 
ashamed,  aud  others  ought  to  bo  ashamed 
of  them  They  pretending  to  be  preacher* 
and  teachers  of  the  word  of  Gqd,  when  vir- 
tually the  Word  of  God  is  never  touened 
more  than  to  furnish  a text,  and  then 
goodbye  text,  gone,  never  to  bo  thought  or 
again  during  the  whole  harangue.  And 
sometimes  the  “dear  people  go  away  sav- 
ing “wasn’t- that  just  grand!  tea,  a 
grand  farce,  a burlesque  on  preaching  the 
gospel!  But  back  to  the  connection— the 
pastor  an  overseer.  And  in  that  connection, 
consider  two  propositions.  (1)  Toe  pastor 
is  to  have  rule.  (2)  The  pastor  is  to  have 
the  oversight.  With  some  church  member, 
these  two  statements  would  not  at  all  se 
well,  for  their  conception  of  a pastor  an«l 
of  a pastor’s  work  has  been  and  is  anything 
else  than  this.  Will  the  two  propositions 
hold!  See  Heb.  13:17s  “Obey  tnem  that 
have  the  rule  over  you  and  submit  yo«r* 
selves,  for  they  watch  for  your  80U^- 
Brethren  in  the  pew,  do  you  »cc  what  jou 
are  commanded  to  do!  “Obey  and  sub- 
mit.” Obey  and  submit  to  whom!  To  the 
pastor  of  your  church.  What— submit  to 
him  as  ruler!  “Now  let  me  tell  you  some- 
thing—I don’t  have  to  obey  any  man  nor 
submit  to  any  man,  and  especially  to  a con- 
ceited, puffed  up,  bigoted,  domTneenng  Bap- 
tist preacher."  There  now.  brother  pastor 
you  have  it.  Well,  I dont  think  churches  of 
Jesus  Christ  sre  called  upon  to  obey  such 
Baptist  preachers  as  the  foregoing  modifies 
would  represent.  But  are  all  Baptist  Prc“^ 
ers  of  that  complexion  or  hue!  Kveh  Bap- 
tist preachers  have  some  divinely  defined

Now.  my  friend.  I hope  yon  will  setj 
self  to  the  task  of  studying  the  creeds* 
[ different  denominations  in  this  couutfl 
1 I can  assist  you  any  way,  I shall  be 
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to  do  Us.  You  will  find  at  the  two  poles  of 
ecelesiology  the  Catholics  and  the  Bapt.sts. 
Arranged  between,  some  nearer  the  Catho- 
lics aim  others  nearer  the  Baptists,  you  will 
find  ajl|  the  Pedobaptist  denominations. 
Some  one  has  suggested  as  the  solution  of 
Uie  denominational  problem  of  unity,  that 
i rti  every  community  there  should  be’  three 
churehjft : A Baptist,  a Catholic,  and  one 
other,  ILet  all  go  to  the  Catholic  who  can; 
let  all  go  to  the  Baptists  who  will;  and  then.' 
it  is  argued,  all  the  remaining  can  very  con- 
sistently go  to  the  other.  Capital  idea,’ don’t 
you  th&kf 

But  I am  grieved  at  the  trend  of  religious 
thought.  The  majority  of  Christians  today 
believe  rnore  strongly  in  the  name  of  their 
church  than  in  their  church’s  creed.  This 
is  not  H healthy  indication,  cither.  Even 
many  Baptists  nre  not  immune  from  this 
vice.  In  one  of  my  pastorates  an  elderly 
brother  was  being  examined  for  the  diacon- 
ate  THfy  asked  him  why  he  was  a Baptist. 
He  hemtned  and  hawed  and  fumbled  and 
finally  sli'A  “Because  I have  been  bap- 
tised !"vl  suppose  he  ought  to  have  said  he 
whs  a Baptist  because  his  parents  before 
him,  for  several  generations,  were  Baptists. 
One  fact  is  beyond  dispute,  however:  If 
one  is  not  a Baptist  before  ho  is  baptized, 
baptizing  him  does  not  make  him  one. 

I was  reading  the  other  day  of  a man 
who  went  to  an  Episcopal  rector  and  told 
him  he  belonged  to  the  Episcopal  Church. 
The  rector  asked,  “Who  confirmed  you!” 
“Who  what!”  asked  the  man.  “Confirmed 
you!”  “Why,  nobody.”  said  the  man, 

“ what ’r  that  got  to  do  with  it!”  Then  he 
told  the  rector  how  he  came  to  lie  an  Epis- 
copalian. He  said,  “Last  summer  I went 
into  a certain  church,  and  when  I got  in 
there  I heard  ’em  saying  as  how  they  had 
left  ondone  the  things  they  had  oughtcr 
done,  and  had  been  doing  thc  things  they 
had  oughtern’t  to  have  done,  and  I said  to 
myself,  ‘That’s  me  fix,  exactly.’  I went 
home  and  asked  ’em  what  church  I had  been 
in,  they  said,  ‘Episcopal’ 1 And  so  then  I 
knew  that  I was  Episcopal  too.” 

They  asked  a certain  gentleman  what 
church  he  belonged  to.  He  said:  “Presby- 
terian.” Then  they  asked  him  what  he  be- 
lieved. His  answer  was:  “Why,  I believe 
what  my  church  believes,  of  course.”  And 
then  they  asked:  “And  what  does  your 
church  believe!”  and  he  said:  “WTia’t  da 
you  take  my  church  for!  It  believes  what 
I believe!”  I do  not  doubt  it. 

Oh,  how  I wish  and  pray  for  a revival  of 
thc  doctrines  of  grace!  Why  should  we  be 
afraid  of  everything  that  is  called  “doe- 
trine”!  There  is  something  wrong  either 
with  our  way  of  thinking  or  our  hearts 
when  we  cannot  discuss  our  differences  in 
belief  without  feeling  th*t  we  arc  trying  to 
devour  one  another.  People  need  to  go  back 
to  the  “oracles  of  God”  for  their  creeds; 
Rnd.  like  the  noble  Bereans,  they  need  to 
search  the  scriptures  daily  to  see  whether 
the  things  being  taught  arc  really  so.

Pastor  R.  E.  Cornelius  went  to  this  field 
some  months  ago.  from  Ro.vae  City,  Texas. 
The  churrh  ha<l  been  pastorleas  for  more 
than  a year,  and  the  work  was  in  a very 
discouraged  condition.  The  Sunday  School 
and  weekly  prayer  meetings  were  at  a 
very  low  state.  The  regular  services  were 
poorly  attended.  But  through  the  persistent 
efforts  of  the  untiring  pkstor  things  are  in 
fine  condition  for  real  telling  service.  The 
town  is  growing  fast.  Great  brick  blocks 
are  going  up  on  every  side,  and  residences 
are  being  built  everywhere.  There  are  6,000 
people  there  now.  and  within  another  five 
years  there  will  be  at  least  10,000  people 
living  in  Hugo.  They  are  now  building  three 
additional  school  buildings  at  a cost  of  $60,- 
000.  They  are  putting  In  a water  system 
that  yill  cost  when  completed  $165,000.  The 
Frisco  System  has  two  line*  of  railroad 
through  the  town.  They  are  expending  many 
thousands  of  dollars  in  improvements  there. 
There  is  enterprise  in  the  very  atmosphere 
there.  The  Baptist  Church  ha*  about  175 
members,  some  of  them  the  very  “salt  of  tho 
earth.”  It  was  a real  joy  to  me  to  labor 
about  ten  days  with  these  people  and  pas- 
tor in  a meeting  beginning  July  5th  and 
closing  on  the  15th.  Thc  extremely  hot 
weather  was  much  agarinst  us.  but  in  spite 
of  this  and  indifference  on  the  part  of  some 
of  tne  people,  we  had  a real  good  meeting. 

I did  not  keep  count  as  to  conversions. 
There  had  been  some  tweiity-odd  accessions 
when  the  meeting  closed  We  reached  a 
lofty  mountain  top  service,  one  morning.  I 
had  announced  an  old  fashioned  experience 
meeting  the  night  before  I pressed  these 
three  questions:  Where  were  you  convert- 
ed! When!  Who  had  most  to  do  with 
your  becoming  a Christian!  It  was  a gra- 
cious time.  People  there  told  of  their  eon- 
version  hack  in  Virginia,  Maryland,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia.  Florida, 
Arkansas,  Kansas.  Ohio,  Tennessee,  Alabama 
and  a great  number  were  from  dear  old 
Mississippi.  One  good  woman.  Mrs.  Morri- 
son said:  “I  too.  have  the  old  Misaimippi 
religion;  I am  the  daughter  of  a pioneer 
Mississippi  preacher.  He  lead  me  to  Jesus 
when  but  a child.”  Upon  inquiry  I found 
her  to  be  thc  daughter  of  Bro.  Nelson  Sen- 
sing, who  was  a missionary  during  thc  early 
history  of  Columbus  Association.  But  this 
was  just  one  of  many  occurrences  like  it. 
Many  names  were  called  in  that  service  that 
are  yet  household  words  in  many  Mississip- 
pi homes, 

I know  of  no  field,  anywhere,  that  has  as 
many  real  opportunities  for  service,  as  Hugo, 
True,  again,  the  Baptists  are  weak;  bnt  they 
are  heroic,  and  with  a little  assistance  they 
can  have  a church  of  500  or  600  members 
in  a few  years.  They  have  one  of  the  very 
best  pnstors  in  the  land.  He  is  untiring  in 
work;  bnt  has  overtaxed  his  physical 
strength  and  mnst  seek  a rest  for  a few 
weeks.  He  is  also  the  best  preacher  in  thc 
town.  Everybody,  regardless  of  denomina- 
tion. say  that.  And  by  the  way  it  is  no  dis- 
credit to  Mississippi  that  he  is  a native  of 
her  Northern  Buncombe  hills,  either.  Cor- 
nelius is  a power  as  a preacher;  an  inspira- 
tion as  a pastor.  It  was  a real  joy  to  be  in
